A, in one of your Quorations, namely, that from 
Nit. 19 9, the Cale of Adukery is parucularly 
Excepred, For there our great Law giver fays, 
Wofoever firall put away ins Wife, EXCEPT it be 
for FORNICATION. And Fornicazion is Adultery 
ina married Woman. And this Paflage is an Expo. 
fitor to thole other Texts. For St. Paul, for In- 
ftance, pleads againft thofe, who might think 1 
Lawtul to change their Wives, as often as they 
pleasd, and putchem away upcn any manner of 
Diflike. And therefore the forementiond Re. 
ftriction, Except it be for Fornication, is naturally 
to be U'nderitood in all the Patlages. Not that 
an Bngitiiman, upon tbe Knowledge of fo heincus 
@ Lracigreiiion in his Wife, is immediately a: Li 


berty to enter upon a fecond Marriage, fince the 


Civil Conftirution wiil not fufer him to do it withe 


out the Previous formality uf a Publick Divorce, 
And we're in Duty bound to /ubmit to every Ordi- 
nance of Man for th: Lord's fake. 

Q. Gentlemen, Having pe:us'd feveral of your Pa- 
pers, and found ’em no lefs ufeful and inftru&ing 
than diverting, I encreas’d the number of your Sub- 
[cribers, and have been ever finc: vy well fatisfyd 
witl it, and in hopes youd not flight my Queries, I 
beg the favour you'd anfwer me thefe two following 
Ones, 

By the 24th Chapter of St. Luke, and by the firft 
cf the Acts it feems Fefus afcended up into Heaven 
at two feveral times and places. Now your Opinion on 
them is defired, 

A. Sir, We wonder not, that thofe two Nar- 
rations fhou’d feem at firft view to reprefenc a 
double Alcenfion, fince they feem to point our two 
different times, and there is wichal in both our 
Vranflaiion and the Greek Original an Equivocal 
Expieffion. an Expreffion equally capable of two 
ConftruCtions. 

Bur before we can clear your Scruple, we muft 
firft propofe, what feems to us to have been the 
oceafion of it, And here we are of Opinion, that 
your Scruple arofe from a twofold Argument. 

1. InSt. Luke 24, 50, we read, that he (our blef- 
fed Lord) Jed them (his Eleven Difciples) out as far 
as Bethany: from whence, after a Blefling beltow’d, 
and the Solution of a Queftion askt bim, he Af- 
cended into Heaven, Whereasin the firft Chap- 
ter of the 4és we find no mention made of his 
leading them thither. 

In Anfwer ro this Objection we beg leave to 
Propole the following particulars, 

1. An Hiftorian’s not taking notice of a matter 
of Fact is no Argument againft the Realiry of the 
Fact, unlefs there be other reafons to entorce the 
Arguments deducible from his Silence. But here 
on the contrary there are good reafons to Excufe 
the Silence of this Divine Hiftorian. And there- 
fore that Afcenfion in the Acts might have been 
froma place by Bethany, tho’ St. Luke (the Writer 
of the 44s) makes no mention of it, when {peak- 
ing of that Atcenfion 
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2. St. Luke, in the 44s, defigns ins account ut 
our Lord’s Refurrection and Afcenfion as no otbet 
than Preliminary to his Hiftorical Narrative of the 
Avoftles actions. And therefore his Omiflion 0} 
that circumftance {pecified above is not only al- 
lowable, but more agreeable to his profeft defign . 

3, Since St. Luke, had before (namely, in bis Gol- 
pel) acquainted us with the place, from whence 
our Lord Afcended, it was no ways neceffary, that 
he fhou’d repeat it in his Aéts of the Apoftles. 

4. Tho’ St. Luke, in his 4s, while {peaking of 
our Lord’s Afeenfion, {ays nothing of Bethany, yet 
afterwards, while {peaking of the Apoftles, he tui- 
ficiently informs us, that, that Afcenfion in his Acts, 
is the {ame with that in his Gofpel, And this he 
does by a twofold Expreflion. 

1. In 4s, 1, 12. he fays; Then (after our Lord’s 
Afcenfion) return’d they (the Difciples) to Ferufa- 
fem. And he fays the very fame in his Gofpel, Cd. 
24, Verfe 52. 

2. It immediatly follows, from the Mount called 
Oliver. That is, from that parc of Mount Ol:ver, 
which ftood by Bethany. 

Your Second Objection feems to be drawn from 
that Expreffion in Aéts, 1, 6. Immediate to Chrift’s 
Afcenfion ; when they therefore were come together. 
Whereas in St. Luke we find, that the Diiciples met 


noteogether at the place, from whence our Saviour is 


there reprefented ro have Afcended, but were be- 
fore Affembled at Ferufalem, from whence our Lord 
led rhem out as far as Bethany. 

Bur in reply to this it is oblervable, that the O- 
riginal cvv2¢x%o4%e1 imports, not only to come, or 
Affemble together, when before Difperft, but alfo 
10 come all in a Body, as to come together in our 
Language does alfo fignify, and is frequently fo 
usd. And {uch a Signification might be perhaps in- 
tended by our Tranflators. And this intirely over- 
throws the force of the Objection. 

But Secondly, the atorefaid Original cuvieyouxe 
Signifies alfo to Accompany. And then the meaning 
of the Paffage is, when they had Accompanied Jefus 
thither, orhad Arriv d thither with him, And either 
of thefe two Acceptations of the Paflageg makes it 
perfectly Coincident with the Relation in St. Luke. 

In Confirmation of what has been already ot- 
fer'd it is obfervable, that there are {ome Circum- 
ftances both Preceeding and Succeeding the two 
telations intirely the fame; and that a Command 
is given Previous to them both, which, in cafe there 
had been two Afcenfions, had been proper only 
before rhe kml, Za’ 

Q. ey do fome Fountains Ebb and Flow, which 
by the Diltance from the Sea feem tu. have no commu- 
nication with 3t. 

A, There isa Pool of this Nature in Cornwal 
at a Diftance frommhe Sea, whofe Communicati- 
an with it coud never be perceiv'd. Bur yet there 
may be fuch a Communication at a very great Di- 
ftance, by imperceptible and hidden Caverns. Nor 
is it any Objection, that thofe Caverns Elude our 
Obfervation, fince the niceft Specuiarifts for fo ma- 
ny Ages cou’d nor trace the River Nile to it’s 
Fountain-Head. 

Q. Worether Souls in a Separate State are endued 
with rhe Faculty ot Speaking. 

A. Speech is the Refult of material Inftruments, 
and therefore Unknown, how far compatible to 
immaterial Subftances. It is perform’d by the 
Tongue, 2 material Organ, by the Mediation of 
the Air, which 1s alio Material, and is communica. 
ted by the Material Organs of the Ear. Burt tho’, 
what we call Seeing and Hearing, belong to Im- 
bodied Spirits, yet feparate Souls areno doubr 
endowd with fomething Analogous thereunto.

A. The Queftion admits of avery confiderable 
Diftimtion. For where a Youth is under the a- 


t 
preeable reftraint of Modefty, there none wu 
charge his Converfation with Impertinence, bur 
Pragmatical and Conceited Men, who think it 
Unmans them to Condefcend at any time to the 
Society of a Stripling, and look upon his Difcourte 
as below their notice. And yet many of fuch 
Conceited Fellows gain no other advantage frou 
their riper Years, than to be Mature in Ignorance 
and Confirm’d in Dalinels. But Judicious and 
Modeft Men think it fometimes not unworthy thei 
regard to behold Nature in her more airy Drefs, 
ro view the Gayety of the blooming Spring, to 
obferve the advances of Ripening Reaion, to Con- 
template, on the one hand the Beauties, on the 
other the Deficiences of a growing Intellect, and 
trace the Openings of the Underftanding, while in 
ir’s Progreis to Maturity. A Juvenile Capacity 
may fuggeft many things, which if urter'd by 
Perfons more advanc’d in years, wou'd be charge- 
able with too much Levity, and thence occafion 
a Diflike ; which yet may be Agreeable and Di- 
verting, as coming from tuitable, from proper 
Perfons. The Defects, that naturally attend the 
Difcourfe of an unexperienc’d Youth, receive tome 
abatement and allay, in as much as it prefents 
the Company with fomething inurely New and 
Ditterent from that of Men, and therefore is Pro- 
ductive of that Variety, with which human Na- 
ture is {o extreamly taken, 

But where a Youth has neither Modefty for his 


-Guide, nor Difcretion for his Tutor, the whole 


Stage of the World can fcarce aftord us a more 
Dilagreeabie and Ungrateful Object. He is Af- 
feétation in its very Eifence, while he awkwardly 
endeavours to Conceal the Boy, and Ape the Man. 
And therefore this Boy-Man is a ftranger Mon- 
fter than Herace’s Picture made up of {uch Vari- 
ety of Heterogeneous parts. The Flathynels of 
his Difcourfe, while ill-fuited to the misbecoming 
Gravity of Manhood, has nothing to recommend 
it fo much as to our Bearance- The Crude, In- 
digefted matter fo frequently vented by thofe of 
Greener years receive their whole Excufe from the 
Modeft Diffidence of the Speaker. Butto be Po- 
fuive and yet Infignificanr, Pert and yet Frivolous, 
Dogmatical and yet impertinent, we may challenge 
the World for an odder Mixture. As in his Dif- 
courfe he 1s little betrer than a Parror, and is more 
beholden to his Memory than Underftanding, {fo 
for want of Judgment to diftinguith the proper op. 
portunities of uttering, what he is fo eager to out 
with ac all adventures, he becomes {trangely liable 
to Milapplications, whence he fo frequently {poils 
good things, and makes bad ones worfe. But nor 
to dwell on fo untowardiy a Creature, he is no 
other than a Medly of {ncongruities, a Fardle of 
Inconfiftences. 

Q. May do Dogs never Sweat ? 

A. Becaufe their Pores are {o compact, as to al- 
low of no other than Infenfible Tranf{piration. But 
this occafions greater inward Heat, as may be in 
part percievd by the Rednefs of their Tongues, 
when Heated with the Exercife of Running.
